The fact that the.; people of the 
United States were able to* reduce by 
more than one-half million tons their 
July, August, September and October 
consumption* of sugar proves' conclu- 
sively that their war conscience was- 
thoroughly awakened and (lint t|ie 
country as a whole stood ready to fol- 
low the Injunctions of the Government. 

Our nonnnr consumption of sugar In 
the four-month period beginning with 
July has been 400,000 tons per month, 
a total of 1,000,000 for the quarter 
year. . 

In July, when our sugar stringency 
began to reach Its height, consumption 
was reduced to 200,000 tons. In Au- 
gust only 325,000 tons went Into dis- 
tribution and In September only 270,- 
000 tons. In October the distribution 
fell to 230,000 /ons. 

If the general public had failed to 
observe .the Injunctions of the Food 
Administration this country, would 
have been In the throes of a sugar 
famine before the end of August. Our 
visible supplies were so low as to bring 
great anxiety to those .familiar with 
the sugar situation. They feared that 
It would be absolutely Impossible to 
reduce consumption to a point where 
sugar would no longer be a- mere lux- 
ury In the American diet. 

Few accomplishments of the Food 
Administration will stnnd forth so pre- 
dominantly as this reduced consump- 
tion of sugar. By It we have been able 
to brldgo over the period of stringency 
until the new beet and Louisiana cane 
sugar crops were In sight 

Now the nation Is In a position so 
that If we choose we may return to 
our normal home use of sugar, and 
Europe, with the release of ships to go 
far afield, can maintain Its recent re- 
stricted rations: If, however, those 
nations are to Increase their use of 
sugar very considerably it must be by 
our continued sharing with them 
through limiting our own consump- 
tion.

If the farmer cannot get enough for 
his live stock, he raises less, and the 
packer gets less raw material. 

If the consumer has to pay too much 
for his meat, he eats less of it, and the 
packer finds his market decreased.

THE ANTIOCH NEWS, ANTIOCH, ILL. 
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SHOWS UP GERMAN METHODS 

One Bernstorff Message to His Gov- 

ernment Urged Special Favor Be 

Shown William Bayard Hale, 

a Hearst Correspondent. 

Washington; Dec. 0.— In telling his 
story, of German propaganda in Amer- 
ica, A. Bruee Bleluski; chief of the 
bureau of Investigation of the depart- 
ment of Justice, laid before the senate 
committee Investigating brewery arid 
German propaganda cablegrams ex- 
changed In 1010 by Count von Bern- 
storlT, then ambassador here, and the 
Berlin foreign ofllce. 

One of Bernstorff's messages urged 
that special favor be shown William 
Bayard Hale, un American about to 
visit Berlin as a newspaper correspon- 
dent, because lie was employed by the 
Hearst organs, which, the message 
Paid, had outspokenly placed them- 
selves on the German side. 

Bleluski told the committee Hale 
■was on the Hearst pay roll for $300 
n week, and also was employed at 
Slo.OOO a year by a publicity organi- 
zation formed In this country by Dr. 
Bernard Dernburg, the German propa- 
gandist. 

Mr. Bleluski told the committee that 
In October, 1914, BernstorfT wrote a 
letter addressed to Albert and Dern- 
burg la which Ire. said the Washington 
Post was offered fo him for §2,000.000. 
This offer was made, he said, with the 
understanding that the Post owners 
would buy the paper back at the end 
of the war for 51,500,000. 

A communication from Fuehr to the 
German foreign office, dated August 
-., 1010, said the Post had been friend- 
ly to Germany up to that time, but 
recently had shown indications of 
"Joining the enemy." The change 
*as attributed by Fuehr to the Rus- 
sian ambassador, and he said the pol- 
icy had changed since the death of the 
late John It. McLean. 

Suggesting on J\ine 2, 1010. that the 
time was favorable "to get Hearst to 
send a llrst-rate Journalist to Berlin " 
Bernstorff told the foreign otllce that 
the man selected Was Bale, who, he 
said, had been a confidential agent of 
the embassy since the beginning of 
nie war, and was bound as such by 
contract to June 23, 1018. 

"Hearst," the ambassador's message 
said, "Is not aware that Hale Is our 
n&ent, but knows him only as n Ger- 
manophile journalist, who has con- 
tributed leading articles to papers." 

REP. GLASS SUCCE EdTm'APOO 

Lawmaker From Virginia Named Sec- 
retary of the Treasury by the 
President. 

Washington, Dec. ©.^Representative 
Carter Glass of Virginia was nomi- 
nated by President Wilson to be sec- 
retary of the treasury. 

Mr. Glass has represented the Sixth 
yjrglnln district In congress since 1003 
Prior to that time he was a member 
of the Virginia state senate for four 
years. As chairman of the house com- 
mittee on banking ami currency Mr 
Glass was a prominent figure In 'fram- 
ing the federal reserve act in tho 
course of which he won a national rep- 
utntion for sound and 
views.

Washington, Dec. lO.-Wlth a story 
of brilliant achievements of the Am»r- 
cuu navy |„ the war, Secretary Dan- 
lota couples, in his annual report, an 
urgent recommendation for continued 
naval expansion to meet the demands 
of peace for national and Internation- 
al work on the sea. 

Through nearly all of the 1M print- 
ed pages the secretary tells In brief 
Phrases of the navy's part In the war, 
of the doings of the seemingly in.pos- 
sioie through team work.

"Inasmuch as the United States 
is the richest of the great nations 
and has suffered less in W ar than 
»ny f the allied powers, It. will de- 
volve upon this country to make a 
contribution to the navv to pre- 
serve the. peace of the world com- 
mensurate with Its wealth, Its com- 
merce, Its growing and expanding mer- 
chant marine and Its leadership m 
the council of free people. 

"It Is, therefore, our duty now not. 
Indeed to enter upon tiny new and 
ambitious navy program, but to go 
forward steadily upon the lines of 
naval Increase to which the country 
committed Itself by the adoption three 
years ago of the first far-reaching na- 
val program in the history of the re- 
public. 

"I have recommended to this con- 
gress the adoption of another three- 
year program substantially like the 
one authorized In 1015. But the vic- 
tory of the- allies and the United 
States should, and will, I sincerely 
trust, within a few years, mnke It no 
longer necessary for any nation under 
whip and spur to burden its taxpay- 
ers to undertake to build, In competi- 
tive construction, bigger fighting ships 
nnd more of thorn than any other na- 
tion can construct." 

Mr. Daniels shows that the now 
$000,000,000 three-year building pro- 
gram he has proposed will provide 
350 additional naval ships, ten of 
them dreadnaughts and six battle 
cruisers, and the others to be hi such 
distribution of npproved types as the 
department may deem best. 

Taking up his story of the navy 
and the war, the secretary declares 
the service was "ready from stem to 
stern" when the United States en- 
tered the conflict. 

Teamwork has been the navy's slo- 
gan for five years. 

The striking success of the navy is 
ascribed to this fact by Mr. Daniels 
who continues: 

"Apparently there have been times 
when a secretary of the navy seemed 
to And friction and lack of co-opera- 
tion among the officers around hliii. 
If that spirit ever existed in the Unit- 
ed Stntes navy, I can state with con- 
fidence and pride that there Is now no 
vestige of It, and I firmly believe, from 
my experience, not only during the last 
year, but during the last five years 
preceding, It never will return." 

Writing with pride of the record of 
the marine brigade In France, the sec- 
retary shows that with only 8.000 men 
of the corps engaged, tho casualties 
numbered CO officers and 1,531 men 
dead, 78 officers and 2,534 seriously 
wounded, while but 57 marines are re- 
ported officially as captured by the en- 
emy, Illustrating the desperate char- 
acter of the fighting in which' the brl-

Washington, Dec. 0.— The financial 
history of America's part in the war 
is set forth by Secretary McAdoo In 
his annual report drafted before his 
resignation, and made public by the 
treasury. 

The report constitutes Secretary Mc- 
Adoo\s Anal accounting of his steward- 
ship before retiring as the nation's 
finance minister. 

For the 15 months ending last June 
.'10. Sccretury McAdoo estimated that 
the actual cost of the war. with allow- 
juices for the government's ordinary 
expenses in ordinary times, amounted 
to $1:1,222,000,000. 

The civil establishment of the gov- 
ernment during the year spent $l,f»07,. 
000,000. while tlie war department 
spent ?r».OS4,000,000, nnd the navy $1,- 
JIOS.OOO.OOO. For support of the arniy 
alone the government paid out $4,412!- 
000,000. The naval expenditures In- 
cluded the construction of new ves- 
sels, machinery, armament, equipment 
and Improvements at navy yards. To- 
tal ordinary disbursements for the 
year amounted to $8,000,000,000, and 
ordinary receipts," excluding money re- 
ceived from Liberty loans, amounted 
to $4,147,000,000. Loans to allies dur- 
ing the year amounted to $4,7:10.000,000 
additional. 

Mr. McAdoo calculated that the gov. 
ernment will receive about $5,000,000.- 
00O before the end of the fiscal year 
next June 30 from Income and profits 
taxes, $1,100,000,000 from other taxes, 
$100,000,000 from customs 11ml $555,- 
000.000 from miscellaneous sources, In- 
eluding $70,000,000 from increased 
postage, making estimated receipts 
from ordinary sources $0,810,000,000. 
la addition, he figured roughly on a 
little more than $5,1)00,000.000 from 
further Issues of Liberty bonds and 
$1,200,000,000 from war savings.

"Meanwhile our Second corps, under 
MnJ. Gen. George W. Bead, had been 
organized for the command of our 
divisions with the British, which were 
•held back In training areas or us- 
fllgue'd to sccond-ilne defenses. Five of 
the ten divisions were withdrawn from 
the British area In June, three to re- 
llevo: divisions In Lorraine and. the

By that time the great tide of Amer- 
ican troop movements to France was 
la full swing and the older divisions 
could be used freely. The Forty-sec- 
ond, In line erfst of Relnis, faced the 
German assault of July 10 and "held 
their ground unflinchingly;" on the 
right flank four companies of the 
Twenty-eighth division faced "ad- 
vandng waves of German Infantry," 
and tho'Third.dlvlsion held tlie Mnrne 
line, opposite Chateau Thierry, against 
powerful artillery nnfl Infantry attack. 
Sin®.' Regiment Checks Enemy. 

"A single regiment of tlie -Third 
wrote one of tlio most brilliant pages 
In our military annals on this occa- 
sion," General Pershing says. "It pre- 
vented the"" crossing ot certain points 
on its front while, on either flank, 
the Germans who hud gained a foot- 
ing pressed, forward. Our men, firing 
In three directions, met tlie Germqn 
attacks, with counter-nttneks at criti- 
cal points/ and succeeded In throwing 
two German divisions Into complete 
confusion, capturing GOO prisoners'." 

Thus was the stage set for the 
counter-offensive whlcli, beginning 
wltli the smashing of the enemy's 
Mnrne salient, brought overwhelming 
victory to the allies, and the United 
States In the eventful months that 
haw followed. The Intimation is 
strong that- General Pershing's advice 
helped Marshal Foch to reach his de- 
cision to strike. 

Counter-Offenslve Opens. 

General Pershing continues : 
, "The great force of the German 
Chateau Thierry offensive established 
the deep Marne salient, but the enemy 
wns taking chances, and the vulnera- 
bility of this pocket to attack might 
be turned to his disadvantage. • 

"Seizing this opportunity to support 
my conviction, every division with any 
sort of training was mnde available 
for use, In a counter-offensive. The 
place of honor In the thrust toward 
Solssons on July IS wns given to our 
First and Second divisions In com- 
pany with chosen French divisions. 

"Without the usual brief warning of 
a preliminary bombardment, the 
massed French and American artillery, 
firing by the map, laid down Its rolling 
barrage at dawn while the Infantry be- 
gan Its charge. The tactical handling 
of our troops under these trying condi- 
tions wns excellent throughout the ac- 
tion. 

"The enemy brought up large hum- 
berg of reserves and made a stubborn 
defense both with machine guns nnd 
artillery, but through five, days' fight- 
ing tho First division continued to ad- 
vance until it had gained the heights 
above Soissons"*ond captured the vil- 
lage of Berzy-le-Sec. 

"Tlie Second division took Beau Be- 
palre farm and Vler/.y In a very rapid 
vhnco " nnd reached n position In 
front of Tlgny at the end of Its second 
day. These two divisions captured 7.- 
000 prisoners nnd over 100 pieces of 
urtlflory." 

First American Army Formed. 

Tlie report describes In some detail 
the work of completing the reduction 
of the salient, mentioning the opera- 
tions of the Twenty-sixth, Third, 
Fourth, iforty-second, Thirty-second, 
and Twenty-eighth divisions. Wltli 
the situation on .tho Mnrne front thus 
relieved! General Pershing writes, ho 
could turn to (ho organization of the 
First American army and the reduction 
of the St. Mthlel salient, long planned 
ns tlie, Initial purely American enter- 
prise. 

A troop, concentration, aided by gen- 
erous contributions of artillery and air 
unit 1 * by -tlie French, began, involving 
the movement, mostly at night, of 
G0O.000 men. 

A sector reaching from Port sur 
Sellle. cnBt of tho Moselle, eastward 
through St. Mlhlci to Verdun nad later 
enlarged to carry it to tlie edge of the 
forest of Argonne wns taken over, tho 
Second Colonial French, holding tlie 
tip of the snllent opposite St. Mlhlel, 
nnd the French Seventeenth corps, on 
tho heights 'above* Verdun, being trans- 
ferred to General Pershing's command, 

The combined French, British, and 
American air forces mobilized for tho 
battle, tho report says, was tlie largest 
aviation n'sscnibly ever engaged on tlie 
western front tip to thnt time in a sin- 
glo operation. 

Battle of St. Mlhlel. 

Of the reduction of the St. Mlhlel 
salient General Pershing says.: 

"After four hours' artillery prepa- 
ration the seven American divisions 
in the fronts line advanced at 5 a. in. 
on September 12, assisted by a limit- 
ed number of tanks manned pnrtly by 
Americans and pnrtly by the French. 

"These divisions, accompanied by 
groups of wire-cutters and others 
tinned with bangalore torpedoes, went 
through tlie successive bauds of

■ 16,000 Prisoners Taken. 

"At a cost of only 7,000 disunities, 
mostly- light, we bad tuken 10,000 pris- 
oners and '443 guns, a great quautiry 
of, material, released the Inhabitants 
of many villages from enemy domina- 
tion, iind established our Hues in u po- 
sition to. threaten Metz. 

"Tills signal success of tiie Ameri- 
can First army In Its first offensive 
was of'prlme Importance. The nllios 
found they had a formidable army to 
aid Ihcmj nnd the enemy leunu-d II tut I 
\y that he had one to reckon with." 

Tlie report shows for the first time 
oillelnlly that with this brilliantly exe- 
cuted coup'. General Pershing's men 
hud cleared the way for tlie great ef- 
fort of the allies and American forces 
to win a conclusive victory. The 
American army moved at once toward 
its crowning achievement, the battle 
of the Mouse. 

The general tells a dramatic story 
of tills mighty battle In three distinct 
phases,, beginning on the night of 
September 27. when Americans quick- 
ly took the places of the French on 
the thinly held lino of this long, quiet 
sector. The attack opened on Septem- 
ber 20, nnd the Americans drove 
through entanglements, across No 
Man's Land, to take all the enemy's 
first-line positions. 

Battle of the Meuse. 

Closing the chupter, General Per- 
shing says: 

"On November a, division of the 
First corps readied a point on the 
Meuse opposite Sedan; 25 miles from 
our lines of departure. The strategi- 
cal goal which was our highest hope 
wns gained. We had cut the enemy's 
main line of communications, and 
nothing could save his army from 
complete disaster. 

"In all forty enemy divisions had 
been used against us In tlie Meuse- 
Argonne battle. Between September 
L'G and November we took 20.0H9 
prisoners and 408 guns on this front. 

"Our divisions engaged were the 
First. Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth. 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-eighth, Twenty- 
ninth, Thirty-second, Thirty-third. 
Thirty-fifth; Thirty-seventh, Seventy- 
eighth, Seventy-ninth, 'Eightieth, 
Kighty-sccond, ICIghty-nlnth, Ninetieth 
and Ninety-first. 

"Many of our divisions remained In 
line for a length of time that re- 
quired nerves of steel, while others 
were sent In ogaln nfter only n few- 
days of rest. Tho First, Fifth. Twen- 
ty-sixth. Forty-second, Seventy-sev- 
enth; Eightieth. Eighty-ninth and 
Ninetieth were In the line twice. 
- Although some of the divisions 
'were fighting their first battle, they 
soon became equal to the best. 

The commander in chief does not 
lose? sight "of the divisions operating 
with French or British armies during 
this time; 

He tells of the work of the Second 
corps, comprising the Twenty-seventh 
nnd Thirtieth divisions, In the British 
assault on tlie Ilindcnburg line where 
the St. Quentln canal passes through 
a tunnel. 

Of tlie total strength of the expedl 
tlonnrj'. force, General Pershing re- 
ports: 

"There are In Europe altogether. In- 
cluding a regiment and some*sunttary 
units with the Italian army and the 
organizations at Murmansk, nlso In- 
cluding these en route from the States, 
approximately 2,053,347 men, less our 
losses." 

First U. S. Planes in May. 

"The first airplanes received from 
home arrived la May, and together 
wo have received 1,379. The first 
American squadron - completely 
equipped by American production, In- 
cluding airplanes, crossed the.Germun 
lines Ian August 7, 1018. 

"As to tanks; we were compelled 
to rely upon the French. Here, 
howeVer, we were less fortunate, for 
the reason that the Frencli produc- 
tion could barely meet the require- 
ments of their own armies.' 

"It should be fully realized that the 
French government has always taken 
a most liberal attitude and has been 
most unxipus to give us every possi- 
ble assistance In meeting our deficien- 
cies In these as well as In other 
respects. Our dependencies upon 
France for artillery, aviation and 
tanks wns, of course, duo to the fact 
that our Industries hud not been ex- 
clusively devoted to military produc- 
tion.

WORK FOR THE ORGANIZATION 
NOW THAT WAR MAY*' BE CON. . 
8IDERED ENDED. 



WHOLE NATION ASKED TO AID 



Chairman Davison Announces That 
Week Preceding Christmas Will Be 
Given to Efforts to Extend the Or- 
der's Membership to All Citizens. 

Washington, Dec. 4. — Future plans 
of the American Red Cross, under 
which the great organization .built 
dp during the war will bo devoted to 
peace-time relief work not only in the 
United States but throughout the 
world, was outlined in d'statenient Is- 
sued tonight by Henry P. Davison, 
chairman of the war council. 

"The whole American people will be 
Invited In the week preceding Christ- 
inns to enroll ns members of the Bed 
Cross. It Is confidently believed there 
need be uo further campaigns for Bed. 
Cross funds, but Instead the annual 
roll call will constitute the foundation 
of the Bed Cross. The people should, 
therefore, know ns definitely as pos- 
sible the plans- of this their uatlonal 
humanitarian society. 

"Wherever our soldiers and sailors 
may be, the Bed Cross will stay with 
them until they . are demobilized. 
Nothing which we may do will be left 
undone,' either for the men in the war 
zone, for those returning, for those In 
the camps iind hospitals or for their 
families at home to whom | will con- 
tinue to be devoted the ministrations 
of the Bed Cross home service. In 
this latter effort 50,000 trained Bed 
Cross workers are now engaged at 
2,500 different places throughout the 
land. i 

"The problems o£ reconstruction, In- 
volving feeding anil caring for the dis- 
tressed civilian populations of Europe, 
are of such magnitude that necessar- 
ily they must be met very largely by 
the governments of our allies, with 
whom our own government will co-op- 
erate. 

"Tlie war program of the American 
Bed Cross will thus steadily and rapid- 
ly merge itself Into a peace program. 
While the plans In this direction can- 
pot be formulated speclflcully. In ad- 
vance of the general relief program of 
tho allied governments, the American 
Bed Cross Is nevertheless planning to 
develop Its permanent organization In 
tWs country upon a scale never before 
contemplated in time of peace. The 
commissions which nre now conduct- 
ing tho activities of the American Bed 
Cross In foreign countries, ns well as 
the temporary war organization in this 
country, will ns a matter of course ul- 
timately merge their energies with 
those of the permanent organization 
of the Bed Cross. 

"There may be, therefore, perfect 
confidence that tho peace activities of 
tho Bed Cross will bo conducted un- 
•der able and inspiring leadership. The 
chapters will maintain their organiza- 
tions upon a scale adequate to tho 
now demands to bo mado upon them; 
Local committees will indeed appreci- 
ate more nnd more tlio value of having 
in their midst strong and ofllclent Bed 
Cross chapters. Tlio divisional organ- 
izations, with honorary nnd permanent 
staffs, will bo maintained — always 
ready for service; and national head- 
quarters will hnvo n largo and ofllclent 
personnel to direct the activities of the 
organization ns a whole. 

"For the completion of Its war work 
and for the institution of its peace 
program, the Bed Cross. Is fortunately 
in a healthy financial condition. Abun- 
dant occasion for the use of largo 
funds of money and great quantities 
of garments and other supplies will 
contlnuo to nrlse, but It Is believed 
that there will be no further need for 
Intenslvo campaigns for fund's. Tho 
work of supplementing governmental 
activities, which tlio Bed Cross will 
bo called upon to do In nil parts of 
tho world, will be upon a great scale, 
hut It will call for hurann service rath- 
er than for largo expenditures. 

"What the American Bed Cross 
needs now Is not so much contributions 
of money, us tho continued devotion 
and loyalty of Its members. This Is 
peculiarly true nt this moment of 
transition from war to peace. Annual 
membership Involves tho payment of 
only one dollnr., Thq moneys thus 1 re- 
ceived not only defray all the adminis- 
trative expenses of the organization, 
but leave a substantial balance, jvhlch, 
together with nil funds, subscribed di- 
rectly for relief, arc devoted solely to 
that purpose. Tlio roll call of tho na- 
tion Is thus to be called at Christmas 
time, thnt through enrollment In their 
Bed Cross tho American* people may 
send a message to our soldiers still 
oversens nnd to the peoples of the 
world thnt wo nre not only merely con- 
tent with seeing our arms united with 
our allies in victory, but that our abid- 
ing purpose Is that the love, the sym- 
pathy and tho Intelligence of all Amer- 
ica shall bo rodedlcated to the perma- 
nent service of mankind."
